Scribe. It Is ntonsillug to study 
Christ's attitude to thr> Old Tost;ur.ont. 
It was one or .iym.pat.hy rc.vorene.e. a.nd 
faith In the prophoclcfl. 

In Ihoso early do.ys th«trc was divi- 
sion ovor Hal vat on. Some belloved 
that sal vallon wan only for t.hos^ of 
Jewish birth. Others said that aa.lva- 
t. on came to any who wcruld ha.vo it 
and through Chrlnt. Paul wag one of 
thofo latter and ho went to a CcntHo 
world and built up Christianity which 
survives. 

Christianity in founded on the s»7 
ings of Christ, the kottors ai the 
Apostlos and the decisions of certain 
groups upon problems which arose in 
those oarly days. They bad to answer 
t|ii«stlons of Unterpartatlon and so on 
thus came the canons. 

The Council of Carthage in 306 A.D. 
fixed tho canons as we know it now — 
those hooks .of the Old Testament and 
those of the Xeiw. That canon stood 
for one thousand years unexamined, 
known only through the Latin trans- 
lation, the Vulgate. 

With , tho Renaissance centuries 
later occured tho first version of the 
Vulgato. The languages were suffering 
a decline. Hebrew scholarship had 
sunk Greek disappeared and Latin 
was 1 felcss. Then camo the revival 
and the forgotten ancient texts of 
Scripture camo back to the world. 
Erasmus gave the first Greek text. 
This ntellectua! stimulus brought a 
reversion of une ont text' Men also 
were moved in their outlook. Luther 
passed through a revival from the 
Monastic point of view to the Salva- 
tionist, 

The T'rolcatatit huliet' was well stated 
by Doctor Clifford as "the authority 
duo the Christian Scriptures is not 
recognized unless it s acknow- 
ledged to conic directly from Heaven 
as though God were giving utterance." 

Doctor Clifford touched on the lSth 
Century IStiglaiul whose people, were 
"ignorant —brutally Ignorant." Vet 
from thai England .loll it Wesley creat- 
ed a new church— vortile eager and 
aggressive.

Dr. Henrotean 's a Belgian who has 
for some time be-în a member of Ui« 
Dominion Observatory staff. Last 
summe.r he publ shod, a large compre- 
hensive paper on stars of the cepbeid 
type, that s. stars which are under- 
going" physical pulsation with ccmse- 
quont'perlodic increase and decrease 
in thii r luminosity. The. magnitude of 
this phenomenon can be appreciated 
when It Is realized that a change of 
diameter of li per cent on e ther side 
of the mean implies that the surface 
of a giant pulsating star advances as 
much as 10 million m les. The more 
massive th«« star tin? more slowly does 
H puhvuo and since intrinsic luminosity 
.s proportional to mass, the period of 
pulsat'on giwy tne absolute magnitude 
of th w star! and hence, its distanco from 
the- solar system. How this simple law 
requires certain modlf cation 'o take 
into account tho temperature- (colour 
Index) factor has boen on" main lino 
or research wh eh Dr, Henrotean h.ts 
undertaken. Another branch ot h;.s 
work has been tho computation of 
orbits of luminary stars.

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McGILL EXPERIMENTS 



We arc plad to hear that a certain professor in this univer- 
sity is tryinp out the Enplish way of teaching a class, and we eager- 
ly await results. At the beginning of the year, this professor told 
the students that he did not care whether they attended his lec- 
tures or not — it was in their hands to pass or fail. 

Let us Tevicw the much considered differences between Eng- 
lish and American university methods. As in all things we notice 
with regret that Canadian universities are being cajoled more and 
more into imitating the methods of our "brothers' across the bor- 
der, rcjectinp the ways of the old country, which have been per- 
fected by centuries of experience. 

In Britain a student entering the college is classed as a gen- 
tleman or lady, as the case might be. He or she is treated as a 
gentleman or lady having full status. In America a student is also 
called a man or woman. He or she. however, is treated as an im- 
mature boy or girl who requires childish attention, and who. as the 
colleges evidently assume, does not get it at home. Which is more 
correct? Probably the American viewpoint is more accurate, but 
is it better? 

In Britain an undesirable student soon finds himself outside. 
In America., the undesirable student is 'banned' from certain ac- 
tivities, and kept on. in the remote hope that he will be punished 
into reformation. Which procedure is likely to work — with an 
immature boy or girl. Meanwhile professors are complaining of 
the large numbers and small scholarly ability of their students — 
and the light of the bright student is thrown into dim shade — the 
grade one wheat must be mixed with the grade three to make the 
same mediocre flour of talent. 

The British student is bound to nothing. His own good sense 
must tell him whether he is doing the right thing or not. His self- 
hood is being exercised. If he has no good sense, he is not wanted 
in the university. The .American student may work hard for jlars 
to save up enough to go to college. He gets some good out of 
lectures. But he soon finds that he has paid the university many 
hard-earned dollars to pay for the privilege of being hounded 
round from class to class, made to walk around, take notes and 
undress for gym class with all the other unitt ! Again all right, 
for the immature boy or girl. 

It is not for us to criticize our universities. But consider the 
final judge — results. In Britain, the most successful men attri- 
. bute their power chiefly to their university courses. In America, 
many 'educated' men must look on and see the sharp fellow who 
had to leave school at five years of age, forging ahead — because 
he has a personality of his own which has not been imposed upon. 

The chief defence of out methods in America, it that the Eng- 
lish clat* distinction makes, the problems of American and British 
universities different, although in our opinion the excellent scholar- 
ship system in Britain givet commoners an equal chance with the 
aristocracy. But, in any event, stern criticism levied at the uni- 
versities of Ainerici:, coining from ell sources, will have to be faced, 
and we feel sure that à new system is necessary. And, if so, why 
not try the methods ubed by our more experienced friends across 
the water, who. despite the strong anti-British propaganda going 
on al the piesent time, by quiet but sure means, lead the - world in 
common seiibc.

The objec- 
tion to total car loadings ia that they 
ara too much influenced by the vol- 
ume of production in agriculture and 
forestry./ _Much, of this same objec- 
tion holds against exports, and the 
objection in this last caae is further 
complicated by the fact that after all 
there may he little relationship be- 
tween total volume of manufactur- 
ing and the volume 0 r goods ex- 
ported. 

Krom this viewpoint. statistic* 
showing the total kilowatt hours 
generated by the central power sta- 
tions of Canada are of double Inter- 
est to those who desire to gauge the 
activity of Canadian industry, since 
they not only show Increasing use of 
power, but. they also indicate the 
growth in powor-uslnp industries. 
While it is true that there are sev- 
eral factors which prevent electric 
power generation from being an ac- 
curate index of ireneral industry, yet 
this form of power is in such wide- 
spread use in Canada that the com- 
pilation, ovrr a long time, of figures 
shewing the amount of power gener- 
ated may be expected to Rive n 
clearer insight into Canadian con- 
ditions. 

With this object jn view, monthly 
fifiires from January 1?:." to August 
lft25 have been collected from central 
electric stations controlling more 
than of the installed turhine ca;

It has been 
thought beet to r-^f the totais of the 

actual iigure; submitted rather than 
to make" correction? which might 
make them lees useful to statisticians 
who desirod to work with them. But 
any one desiring to make close inter- 
pretations of these statistics should 
make allowance for the following 
factors. 

1. Smce the reporting stations 
control '••'i r K e! the installed turbine 
capacity for central Htations, multi- 
plication of each number by 3.0" will 
give a very close approximation of 
the total power generated by Csn- 
adian central statione. 

2. in the future we may find cer- 
tain increases due to electrification 
of steam roads or electrification of 
steam plants which have difficulty 
in obtaining coal. There is no poss- 
ibility of eliminating the effects of 
such change»' from our figurée, and 
those wliu bock to interpret power 
figure* must be prepared to make al- 
lowances for such changes. 

2. The original returns called for 
total kilowatt hours generated, not 
Including purchased power nor pow- 
er used for steam production, since 
such power may be regarded as a 
surplus. 

4. Whore power has bern sold to 
other central stations, this amount 
has been deducted from the returns 
of the buying stations, thus elimin- 
ating duplication. 

In the first graph on the third page 
of this letter will be found Hie. curve 
of the power generated by reporting 
stations in Canada It will br noted 
that every point in the cunt for il'24 
is higher than the corresponding 
point in 3923, and thai every point in 
1925 is higher than the correspond- 
ing point in J 924. 

This steady increase in power con- 
sumption is significant ol a gradual 
improvement in the general Canadian 



situation even during the |*n( yours 
or depression. In the case of some in- 
dividual companies. |l whs possible 
to obtain returns for a longer period 
than Ihal Indicated in the graph. The 
returns from these companies show- 
ed a sharp depression in l»2t, and 
they also showed thai In 1923 the 
curve wan somewhat, lower than nor- 
mal, growth would have lead one to 
anticipate. 

The fact that Canadian Industry 
has been gradually overebmlng a de- 
pression is one thsl should bo given 
careful consideration In connection 
with this whole power curve. The 
graph in our .Inly letter ahowed that 
large turbine Installations have been 
made In the last two years. We have 
no general figures showing the niini- 
bor of kilowatt bourn generated dally 
before 1923, but. the fleures now 
nvallalile are such as to srtggest the 
probability that, even In 1.923 the 
amount of power generated surpass- 
ed the amount of power generated In 
any previous year. 

The secondary line In this graph 
constitutes a suggestion of the gou- 
eval trend of electrical development 
with the elimination of the seasonal 
factor. The data for this line were 
obtained by averaging the amount 
generated in each twelve month pe- 
riod, and plotting the resulting figure 
at the midpoint in the period. Thus 
the average for January through De- 
cember 192S was 'plotted In July 192.1, 
while the average for February 1923 
through January 192R wns plotted in 
August 1923. 

The significant fact concerning 
this secondary line is that it rises so 
steadily. When one considers that 
the corresponding month in each suc- 
ceeding year represents an increase 
over months in previous years, this 
rise is explained. The elimination 
of seasonal factors that is thus ob- 
tained gives a better picture of tho 
real trend of power usage. 

The period for which figures have 
been collected is too short to permit 
a more analytical treatment than 
this. After these figures have been 
compiled for-'a number of years, more 
careful seasonal and cyclical correc- 
tions may be attempted, and the re- 
sults shown will give a more accur- 
ate view of the whole situation. Al- 
though it is realized that the time 
period covered by the present sta- 
tistics makes them an inadequate 
pieture of the industry, still they 
make a -Aetinite contribution to our 
knowledge, and their value will in^ 
crease as time goes on. 

The question, then, as to what con 
striates normal growth of uBe of 
power in Canada cannot be answered 
on the basis of the present figures, 
but the fact th»t the power using in- 
dustries are even now making pro- 
gress suggests that with the real re- 
covery and the more rapid develop- 
ment that lies ahead, there will be 
rapid exploitation of all readily avail 
able power site-s. Recent expressions 
of opinion would clearly Indicate 
that this power is to he conserved 
for the use of Canadian industry and 
that these sites will be developed In 
conjunction with the development of 
our own Industries and not for power 
export. 

Since Ontario and 'Quebec n r e the 
most highly industrinllzed provinces 
of Canada, separate figures and a 
Kraph are given showing the power 
generated by centra) stations in ihis 
area. The following table gives the 
returns tor Ontario and Quebec.

CANADIAN tlUSIoUSSft CONDITIONS 
The upward trend of hu.-iincs.s activ- 
ity bus continued during the past 
month ninl become moro widespread 
with the effective Increase in agricul- 
tural purchasing power. Tnngiblc fig- 
ures of production trade and trans- 
portation for October show general 
gains. 

The total yield of wheat In Canada 
Is now provisionally estimated by tho 
Dominion Burea uof Statistics at 422,- 
327,000 bus., nn upward revision of 30,- 
508,000 bus. from the preliminary esti- 
mates, due chiefly to better returns 
from Saskatchewan. This' Is the second 
largest Canadian crop on record. While 
inclement weather in the Prairie 
Provinces interfered seriously with 
threshing operations during Octoher, 
lowering in some district» the quality 
of the grain, conditions became more 
favorable In November, and threshing 
was resumed. 

The nVo'vement'of the crop hns pro- 
ceeded with almost unprecedented 
rapidity. From August 1st to Novomber 
5th, 8&8G6 cars of wheat, have been in- 
spected at Winnipeg. Of these 81.97o 
have been Contract Grades. This com- 
pares'wlth 61,644 cars inspected from 
August 1st to Nvcmbcr fith, 1924 of 
which 63.7% woro Contract Orndea. 

Western loadings of g'ralnsljàvc been 
the largest on record, and tho h onvicr 
movement of merchandise and miscel- 
laneous freight both east and west In- 
dicates that the process of general 
merchandise distribution has gone on 
much morn nctlvely than It did In tho 
corresponding weeks uf Inst year. Tho 
commercial situation In the west, ap- 
pears to be nn« of steady Improvement.

The 
production of newsprint In the United 
St,Tie« during approximately Ihe sam« 
period wan reported as 1,471,000 tons 
Allowing for differences In classifica- 
tion a.nd differences In the periods 
covered by Individual reporta this indi 
cates tha.t Canada's production of 
newsprint ha.s approached to within 
a, hundred thousand tons of that of 
the United States. 

The a.ppa.rcnt towil production of 
pulp-wood was 4.517.201 cords valued 
at *57.

1923. Of this total !n 1921 3.316.051 
cords valued at $44.241.582 were 
manufactured Into pulp in Canada 
while the remaining 1.330-250 cords 
valued at «13.536.05S were exported 
to the United States Domestic con- 
sumption Increased by 1.4 per c»rrt 
in quantity and exportation decreased 
by 3.9 per cent. 

The exporta of paper and paper 
goods during the calandar year 1921 
amounted in value to $»9.21S 497 a.s 
compared with $93.770.957 in the pre- 
viouu year. These exports were made 
up chiefly of newsprint paper of which 
1,219.385 tons valued at $90 930.711 
were exported mostly to the United 
States. This represents an increos* 
both in nunntity nn d in value over 1923 
when l.U7'962 tons were shipped out 
of Cuna»la with a value of tS5.61t.2GS.
